Letter  from  AValter  Taney. 

Mount  Gilead,  Marion  county,  Ohio,  January  19, 
1842. 

F  RiEsn  Bailet: — 

In  my  last  letter,  I  informed  you,  that  it  _ 
my  intention  to  pass  through  Clark  coonty,  where 
I  expected  to  lecture  and  operate  for  your  paper. 
Accordingly  I  commenced  my  labors  at  Green  j 
Plain,  where  I  tound  many  staunch  and  untiring! 
friends  of  the  bleeding  slave,  who  rendered  me 
all  the  assistance  in  their  power,  to  facilitate  the 
[object  of  our  agency.  Here  I  delivered  three  lec- 
1  tures  aud  obtained  some  donations  to  die  Ohio 
American  Anti-slavery  society.  The  next  placet 
visited,  was  South  Charleston,  where  I  had 
the  pleasure  of  roeetin  jk  w  ith  Thos.

Northern  Truckling. 

Nothing  is  more  absurd,  nothing  more  offen¬ 
sive  to  good  taste,  than  the  arrogant  assumption 
by  southerners  of  superiority.  The  exercise  of 
despotic  power  generates  in  the  despot,  pride 
and  an  overbearing  temper;  and,  what  is  worse, 
too  often  commands  respect,  when  it  should  ex¬ 
cite  indignation.  It  is  immaterial  whether  the 
power  be  exerted  over  many  or  few,  its' posses¬ 
sor  is  always  viewed  with  a  kind  of awe  by  the 
poor-spirited.  We  are  all  ;democrats  in  this  coun¬ 
try.  How  ilie  lip  curls,  when  we  read  of  the 
deference  paid  to  rank  in  the  old  world!  and  yet, 
there  is  no  doubt,  that  the  multitude  in  this 
country,  with  all  its  contempt  of  rank,  attaches 
more  importance  to  a  “live  lord”  sojourning  a- 
roong  us,  than  an  untitled  traveller  of  equal  in¬ 
telligence  and  merit.  And  so  the  southern  gen¬ 
tleman,  if  he  can  least  of  h:s  trains  of  slaves, 
will  receive  at  the  north,,  a  lower  bow  from 
•‘mine  best"  and  be  waited  on-more  assiduously, 
than  if  he  owned  no  man  but  himself.  It  is  a 
depraved,  base  feeling  which  thus  lows  man¬ 
hood  before  the  possessor  of  h  responsible  power; 
but  the  slaveholders  have  taken  advantage  of  it 
to  strengthen  the  dominion  they  have  acquired 
over  the  north,  by  the  oneness  of  their  interests 
and  action. 

Like  all  aristocrats,  they  regard  themselves  as 
the  depositories  of  whatever  is  generous,  refin¬ 
ed,  and  noble.  They  are  the  chivalry.  They  rec¬ 
ognize  as'.'paramount  tho  obligations  of  the 
code  of  honor — because  they  are  gentlemen.  They 
are  passionate,  for  high  temper  is  becoming  high 
rank.  They  are  haughty,  for  tlipy  were  born 
gentlemen,  born  to  rule.  The  right  divine  is 
theirs  by  descent.  The  northerners  are  plebeians. 
Bahljfftey  have  to  t cork  for  a  living:  how  can 
they  be  refined!  They  have  to  economize:  how 
can  they  be  otherwise  than  niggardly!  Thrown 
together  in  one  democratic  heap,  they  must 
learn  to  be  pliant  and  accommodating:  how  can 
they  be  spirited!  Whoever  heard  of  shop-keep¬ 
ers  anti  artisans  being  chivalrous! 

*  Such  is  the  feeling  of  the  slaveholders  tow¬ 
ards  the  north.  Tints,  when  Mr.  Prentice  of  Ver¬ 
mont  presented  certain  resolutions  of  his  state 
on  the  subject  of  slavery,  Mr.  Calhonn,  with  a 
look  of  sovereign  contempt,  was  surprised  that 
the  gentleman  from  Vermont  would  introduce 
such  a  firebrand.  Matk  the  plebeian — he  did  not 
intend  to  discuss  the  resolutions,  but  only  to  do 
liis  duty  to  the  legislature  of  his  slate! — 
The  sovereign,  we  doubt  not,  pardoned  the 
poor  vassal.1  in  view  of  his  necessities.  Mr. 
Black  would  not  stoop  to  answer  the  member 
from  Ohio,  as  he  would  any  other  gentleman. — 
He.  stood  already  branded  by  the  reprobation  ol 
the  House.  And  who  is  Mr.  Black;  A  gentle¬ 
man  who  lives  by  stealing  the  wages  of  other 
men.  Gentleman,  quotha!  Mr.  Clay,  looking  with 
infinite  dignity  upon  the  farmer  who  dared  to 
venture  into  his  awful  prraeneK,  paid  to  him. 
‘“go  homo,  sir,  go  home!”  and  why  not!  Is 
not  Mr.  Clay  one  of  the  despots  of  the  earth! —

Really,  unless  the  people  or  the  north  are  con¬ 
tent  with  sinking  down  to  the  level  of  planta¬ 
tion-slaves?  it  would  be  well.for  tlieqt  to  scrutin¬ 
ize  tbpse  assumptions  of  slaveholders.

"Congress,  and  a  firm  adherent  of  the  Whig  par- 
ty- 

“The  truth  is,  heretofore  we  have  always  con¬ 
ceded,  not  only  the  legislators.'  but  the  people 
themselves  have  Sonccded,  to  southern  charac 
ter,  that  to  whioh  it  is ‘not  entitled.  We  have  . 
conceded  to  southerners*  every  quality  ealcula- 
ted  to  excite  admiration—  a  nice.wnee  of  honor, 
nobleness  of  ourpose,  generosity,  hospitality.— 
In  cbmpjtrison  with  them,  northerns  have 
been  regarded  as  mean,  I  had  almost  said,  nig 
gardly.  We  have  thus  done  injustice  to 
ourselves  and  more  than  justice  to  them. — 
On  the  contrary,  on  all  the  points  noticed,  the 
comparison  is  imfact  in  favor  of  the  north.  So 
far  from  generosity  forming  a  promiheiit  trait 
in  the  character  of  fhe  southerner,  he  is  actual- 
J\  selfish,  .selfish  too  in  the  extreme.  The  evi¬ 
dence  of  this  is  eye ry  day  witnessed  in  our 
legislative  halls.  It  is  to  this  habitof  concession 
on  the  part  of  the  north  to  the  soutli,  that 
much  of  the  truckling  of  northern  legislators  is 
owing.
